The boiler is hung be- 
tween two heavy steel beams, which 
form the locomotive frame aud are se- 
curely attached to tho same by heavy 
cross'steel channel teams directly over 
the trucks. 


A vast amount of money and time has 


been spent in bringing the invention to 
its present state of perfection. The best 
materials and the most skilled work- 
manship have been employed in its con- 
struction. If the new locomotive meets 
with the success that is predicted for it, 
the American public may soon have the 
pleasure of wending a tortuous way up 
the sides of mountains where hitherto a 
catamount would have found it good, 
hard work to travel.—New York Jour- 
nal.

The established code of whist etiquette 


contains the following rules, which were 
Tonmilnted to repress or prevent certain 
improprieties of conduct during tho prog- 
ress of the game.

:>y. thfr third American whist congress: 


First.—So conversation' should ,be in

Second.—Jfo player should in any man 


ner whatever give any intimation as to thi 
state of his hand or of tie game or of ap- 
proval or disapproval of a play. 


Third.—No player should lead until the 


preceuing trick is turned and quitted. 


^Fourth.—No player should, after having 


led a winning card, draw a card from hi. 
hand for another lead until his partner ha~ 
played to the current trick. 


Fifth.—So player should play a card in 


any manner so as to caJl particular atten 
tkm to It, nor should he demand that the 
cards be placed in order to attract the at- • 
tentibn of his partner. 


Sbrth.—So player should purposely in- 


cur a penalty beciuise he is willing to pay 
for it. nor should he make a second revoke 
in order to conceal one previously made. 


Seventh.—No player should take advan- 


tage ot information, imparted by his part- 
Tier through a breach of etiquette. 


Eighth,—lio player should object to re- 


ferring a disputed question of fact to a by- 
stander-who professes himself uninterested 
in the result of the game and able to decide 
the question. , 


Ninth.—Bystanders should not in any 


manner call attention to or give any inti- 
mation concerning the play or the stage of 
the game during the play of a hand. They 
should noi; look over the hand of a player 
without permission, nor should they walk 
around the table to look at the different 
hands —Philadelphia Times.

Thomas Cely, an Eng- 
lish captain in Spain, writes to the queen 
and Burghley, 1579: "They be not asham- 
ed to say that there are daily of the coun- 
cil waiting on the queen that will be ready 
to help them. " These quotations justify 
the assertion that the Spanish invasion 
would never have been attempted but for 
hope of aid from traitors in England. 


In Watson's "Philip II" are given the 


opinions of Parma and Idiaquez, combating 
the opinion of treason and advising strong- 
ly against the attempt— at all events till 
the Netherlands were conquered. 


The answer of Pedro Taldes, another 


leader, as given in volume 2 of tho Kavy 
Records, will show what the tender mer- 
cies of the Spaniards would have been and 
justify Ealeigh's advice to prevent them 
landing.

Dastle catastrophe, is of greater histor- 
cal importance than is perhaps gener- 
ally known.

Antoinette herself visited in.my fami- 
lies. 'Strangest coincidence of all, both 
disasters happened on the same day, 
May 80.—London Spectator.

Ever since I have been an avowed op- 
ponent of the exclusive gold stand- 
ard. I was a candidate for the nom 
ination for congress in the Eighteenth 
district th it year as an open advocate 
of the full restoration of stiver as a 
money metal. I was elected to con- 
gress from the same district in 1830 
and, as a member of the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, 1 
voted to favorably report a bill to re- 
store silver to the place it occupied 
in our coinage system prior to 1873. 
When I was nominated for congress 
at Millersburg, in July, 1894, as the 
Republican candidate from this dis 
trlct, I explisitly avowed my opposi 
tion to the gold standard and my ad- 
vocacy of the full rehabilitation of sil- 
ver. In every speech I made In that 
campaign I reannounced my position. 


I suppose I am expected to recant 


these convictions cherished for near- 
ly a quarter of a century. This 
cannot do. 
As, a member of the 


House of Representatives I shall, un- 
der no circumstances, vote to put the 
brand of the outlaw on silyer, or to 
crown gold the unit of value in this 
country. But I shall, to the very 
best of my ability, do all I can to 
overthrow gold and to re-establish 
gold and silver as the standard money 
of the American people. 


But it is contended that the true 


solution of the silver question de- 
pends upon International action. No 
sincere friend otsilver will controvert 
the deairability Of international bl 
metalllam. Bat is it practicable or 
probable? Within the last 18 years 
there have been three international 
monetary conferences to solve the 
silver question—in 1878, 1881 and 


01;. The«e conferences have served 


to direct the economic attention of 
Europe and the United States to the 
positive disadvantage of gold mono 
metalHam, bat they have been un- 
productive of legal results. We are 


co nearer iat£ro&iioa&2 b'rnetalii^iu 
ih»c we were ic l#Ts, ween the first 
cocfertoce was held. Thera is aa 
appreaeusioo, and it is not enur«ly 
groundless, that some of the advo- 
;iles o! international action, espec- 
ially in the East, are not actuated by 
entire good faith, but are simply 
seeking delay, In order that prices 
may settle arid contracts be adjusted 
on the bedrock of the gold standard. 


"Exact justice demands a return to 


the bimetallic standard. This can 
only be done by opening the mints io 
silver as a money metal. 
TV, discred- 


it silver by legislation inflames the 
divergence between the relative value 
of the two metals. Parity cannot be 
restored by making silver an outcast 
from the mints." 


Presidential Klectors. 


It will save confusion in-the mind of 


nonpolincal people to remember that 
the delegates to each presidential nomi- 
nating convention number slightly more 


n twice as many men as there are 


presidential electors in the whole coun- 
try. Each state has exactly the same 
number of presidential electors as it has 
tiembets of congress, counting in its 
representatives and senators. There are 
in congress at this time altogether 357 
representatives and 90 senators. There 
•will therefore be 447 presidential elect- 
ors to be chosen in November. 


Multiplying 447 by 3, \<?» get* 894, 


•which is regularly the number of dele- 
gates to a presidential convention. But 
it is the custom of the political parties 
to admit to the floor of the convention 
delegate from the District of Columbia 
and from the territories. This makes 
the number of delegates more than 900. 
There were 930 delegates in the Demo- 
cratic convention. For each regular 
delegate a substitute or alternate is also 
chosen, and he goes along, too, and sits 
on the floor of the convention, ready to 
vote in case of the absence of the regu- 
lar delegate. 


In a division of the electoral vote on 


the gold and silver question the north 
Atlantic states, comprising all New 
England and New 5Tork, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware, may be counted solid for 
gold. These states have 111 electoral 
votes. The south has 149 electoral votes. 
The rote of two or three of these is al- 
ternately claimed for gold and for sil- 
ver. The rest are considered to be dead 
sure for the white metal. 
Oregon, 


Utah, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, Colo- 
rado, Nevada, "Sctoraska and Kansas, 
with -41 electoral votes, have been ccant- 
ed for the silver column, though it is 
not safe to reckon on all of them for 
certain. 


The states of California, Washington 


anti the two Datofais, with 20 electoral 
votes, are represented at present in con- 
gress by Republicans, except- in the case 
of the Fourth California district, which 
seitt a Democrat. Of the 21 representa- 
aves from Ohio; 2 are Democrats, the 
rest Republicans. The hottest fighting 
ground in the coming presidential elec- 
tion will probably be in the states cf 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, "Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Kansas, with S7 electoral 
votes. Altogether there will be more 
politics to the square inch from this 
time on in the United States than there 
has been since the war.

Karl Blind, exile and patriot, dis- 


cussed ill a paper for Ihe Korth Ameri- 
can Review the present besotted igno- 
rance of the masses in Eussia and the 
iron despotism of her government, in 
spite of all the splendors of the young 
czar's coronation.

"which the Moscow journals were made, evi- 
dently .by government order, to restrict their 
report of tho unparalleled oveni, to a hundred 
words, •conehe-.l in tho coldest language, with- 
out a syllable of sympathetic commiseration. 


The harbarousness of tho condition of Rus- 


sia, In spiteof tho outxvard glitter of pompons 
ceremonies, is thus brought homo to tho slow- 
est understaBdinR. It would Ira a fortunate 
day for a nation whose peasantry is so dejrrad- 
ed and whose educated classes aru disinherit- 
ed from all legislative representation if at last 
a beprinninp; were inaiie with home reforms in 
a parliamentary sense, instead of the energy 
of the country being incessantly used for new 
territorial conquests and u policy of aggression 
which in the end may Iwid to ono of those tre- 
mendous and sudden collapses not infrequent 
ia Muscovite history.

As a matter of fact, however, ac- 
cording to The Picayune's own state- 
ment (whether it be taken "a-comiu or 
a-gwiiio"), there is no ground for this 
bugaboo story about the great benefits 
the silver owners are to derive from free 
silver coinage. 


If the "50 cent dollar" theory of The 


Picayune Iw true, tho miners can reap 
uo protit from their silver bullion more 
than they are now getting.

First and fore- 
most arc tho silver miners, who by the 
adoption cf free silver coinage will at 
Oiicu have the value of their product 
raised from 70 cents an ounce to 129 
cents an ounce."

movement of the lips, provided they 
be visible. Deaf mutes -who can read 
the movement of the lips or the sign 
language study the Bible, and in 
consequence they are as familiar 
•with the phrase consigning sinners 
to everlasting perdition as are those 
gifted \vith speech and hearing. 


Following this line of argument, 


one of the most successful teachers 
of the deaf and dumb in this city 
said yesterday: "It is not at all diffi- 
cult to see how the deaf and dumb 
learn the.nses of profanity. It is a 
strange thing, perhaps, but they 
rarely make their profane signs ex- 
cept under circnnistances vrbich pro- 
voke any ordinary person to the use 
of profanity. On the other hand, deaf 
mutes vary in temperament as wide- 
ly as other people, and where one 
has a seemingly complete vocabula- 
ry of profanity others seldom or 
n-3ver give expression to such sign 
language." 


Said another instructor: "It is 


something which -we cannot explain 
any more than can parents, as a 
rule, tell how their little children, 
brought up among all tho refining 
influences of home, learn to swear 
almost before they can talk plainly. 
Like other things which -we have 
not tanght, the pupils pick up pro- 
fanity in the streets from seeing 
men swear at one another, and when 
one learns tho use of profanity tho 
others soon pick it up*." 


There is no greater authority in 


this country upon the subject of 
deaf mutes than the Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, who has been a preacher 
to and teacher of those without 
S5>eech or bearing for half a century. 
His father, Thomas M. Gallaudot, in 
1817 founded at Hartford the first 
school for deaf mutes in this coun- 
try, and in 1859 the Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet began his mission work 
among them. 


Dr. Gallandet said, -when asked 


about deaf mutes and their ways: 
•'Aside from their inability to speak 
or hear, deaf mutes are in nowise 
different from other persons. They 
have the samo feelings and tho same 
passions, and in thcii- own way es- 
press themselves just as forcibly as 
those who speak and hear. As a 
matter of fact, the sign language 
used by these people is in many 
cases more expressivo than any spo- 
ien words, anil in cases of anger tho 
deaf mutes find no difficulty in ex- 
pressing themselves or making those 
with whom they are angry under- 
stand exactly what is meant. 


"To express sorrow for any one 


the deaf muto will assume a sorrow- 
Eul countenance and rub his hand 
over his heart in a circle, meaning 
thereby that sorrow is grinding his 
heart. In anger, what is more ex- 
pressive than an angry countenance 
and tho clinched hands shaken above 
the head? 


The sign 
language for deaf 


mutes was invented about 150 years 
ago by the Abbe de 1'Epeo, a teacher 
in a French school. Ho noticed tho 
signs which children made to each 
other and understood. Ho elaborat- 
ed these signs, and, as a result, what 
is known as tho manual sign lan- 
guage was evolved. The oral system, 
or that of understanding by means 
of watching tho lips of tbo speaker, 
was a later invention. There are to- 
dny between 75 and 80 schools in 
this country for tho instruction of 
tho deaf and dumb. There is also a 
college for tbeni at Washington. 
Most of these schools teach what is 
known as the combination system, 
which is both the oral and manual 
systems combined."—Now York Re- 
corder.

This m,iy beof well rotted compost pre- 
panxl from barnyard manure, with a 
mixture of unslacked lime carefully 
ad-.ied, so as not to produce too much, 
heat, or one of the commercial fertili- 
a-rs containing a large per cent- of pot- 
iiah. When tins kind of soil has been 
put into g<xxl order and carefully plant- 
ed with mangel s^ed in rows 2 ;„ or 3 
fe>'t apart and thinnud in the row from 
6 to 12 inches apart, the crop is enor- 
mous; 30, 40 and even 50 tons of roots 
nrt- frequently taken from an acre, with 
a feeding value very much above any- 
thing else that can be grown npou the 
ground. 


This provides fresh and healthful 


fond for cattk-, which they gK-atly rel- 
ish during the winter and which has a 
marked effect upon the flow of milk 
with the dairy cow and a rapid increase 
in fie&h with fattening stock. When 
once the importance and valne of this 
root for stock in the winter are fully 
realized, it will come to 'be a necessary 
food for the dairyman in America, as it 
is now in France and Germany. The 
mangel seed can be sown or drilled any 
time during May or June and need not 
be dug until frost The roots are easily 
kept during the winter with a very lit- 
tle portection from a shed or straw cov- 
ering. They can be fed from a pile al- 
most as easily as corn. 


The ruta baga and other turnips may 


be profitably raised, as they can follow 
other crops and furnish a succulent feed 
in the absence of pasture or green en- 
silage. Sheep and fowls relish the.se 
roots during the winter and arc kept 
healthy by their use,—St Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

They 
already use cakes compounded on dietic 
principles, furnishing in proper propor- 
tions the elements which develop fat 
and I"*" 
It is not unusual iu the old 


country to see a rustic traveler cut off a 
slice of bread for his horse and another 
from the same loaf for himself. 


Last year there were sent to Europe, 


as a basis for this useful breadstuff, 
750,000,000 pounds of refuse from cot- 
tonseed oil and linseed oil mills, repre- 
senting a value of f 7,200,000. This ma- 
terial is mixed -with various grains and 
fodders so as to make a suitable ration 
for whatever purpose may be in view, 
whether it be flesh, milk or the support 
of beasts of burden. 


The oil mill refuse, known as cake or 


oilcake meal, is very rich in flesh form- 
ing substance. 


But now the department of agricul- 


ture suggests that instead of shipping 
the raw material the American farmer 
manufacture it into cakes himself and 
sell them to his European cousin. It 
virtually creates an industry, one for 
which this country furnishes a rich sup- 
ply of material at the mere semblance 
of a price. 


The waste of glucose and cornstarch 


factories is vnorrnoue. It is estimated 
that ten pounds of glucose is manufac- 
tured annually for every man, woman 
and child in this country. The starchy 
contents of the corn grains aix- 
from the hulls and germs. These, which 
are splendid food elements, are for the 
most part wasted. The mills which pre- 
pare corn for distillers and grain for 
brewers have a vast refuse too. 


A cheese shaped cake 15 inches in 


diameter and 0 inches thick, m.vde up 
of thefae different products and subjected 
to the proper amount of pressure, will 
weigh 100 pounds and keep a horse al 
active work for ten days. We now sel^ 
abroad less than -400,000 tons of oil cake 
and meal.

ration for yearling and 2-year-old steers 
also a maintenance ration for cows t 
be composed of corn and cob meal bran 
bran or oats ana oilmeal with uuioth 
hay and corn stover for roughage? 


Answer.—For the yearlings try a ra 


tion of one-third bran, one-third oal 
and one-third corn and cob meal misec 
Of this mixture give three-fourths of 
pound daily for each hundredweight o 
animals fed. A pii.1 of oilmeal add 
tional would prove very beneficial. Fo 
roughage give all the fonige they wi 
consume. 


For the 2-year-old steers you migh 


start with the same mixture, which, as 
the animals fatten, could be gradually 
changed to two parts bran or oats, two 
parts corn and cob meal and one part 
oilmeal. 


To maintain the cows give to each 


three or four pounds a day of an equal 
mixture of bran or oats nnd corn and 
cob meal, together with all the roughage 
they will consume.—Professor Henry in 
Breeder's Gazette.

Having 
iio\v, however, lost all hope of winning 
anything from England by a political 
alliance, she hastliicA\n herself boldly 
and with undisoounsgod enthusiasm in- 
to more extreme movements.

amnesty campaign ai:ol has nhown a 
nnpular grasp of details in her conduct 
of it, while slui has but just returned 
from the west of Ireland, where she has 
been initiating a movement to celebrate 
the landing there of the French tinder 
General Humbert. Nor lias she confined 
her crusade, to the United Kingdom. 
She has addressed meetings in Franco 
and Belgium, and her last lecturing 
tour in France was most successful.—

upon the teachers and tbeir work. 


Prof- Houek announced that they 


would sing "Work, for the Night is 
Coming," remarking that no other 
song was more appropriate or suggest- 
ive. . The president then announced 
that he had the pleasure of present- 
ing Dr. S. A. Baxter aa mayor of the 
city, who would tender an address of 
welcome. 


The doctor was warmly greeted, 


and spoke as follows: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


—Don't be shocked at the very first 
sentence- I suspect I was about as 
mean a little devil in my early school 
days as ever tortured a teacher, 
hence I feel some embarrassment in 
attempting to address a congregation 
of my old-time enemies. 


1 never fully appreciated the an- 


noyances attendant on a teacher's life 
until I took a class in the Metbcdist 
Sunday school. The first Sunday I 
had seven rather well behaved, de- 
mure youcg citizens and got along 
fairly well. By the next Sunday the 
missionary work of the first seven 
had its edect; the crowd had doubled 
up and original siu began to crop out. 
The next Sunday the fame of our 
class had spread abroad and there 
were four seats full of as mischievous 
a lot of young ragamuffins as could be 
found in the town. 


I would be at one end of the line 


preaching the precepts of love, char- 
ity and patience, as exemplified by 
Job, whilst at the other end of the 
line would be a lot of young figurative 
Davids, imagining their fists were 
slings, and about every other minute 
there would be a knock-out. 


My attempt as a teacher lasted just 


three Sundays. I left the class, left 
the school, and have never been back. 
I was .quite young at the time, and 
the experience made an impression 
on my mind that I profited by, and 1 
have no recollection of ever after giv- 
ing any of my own teachers cause for 
complaint. 


AST time has passed my respect for 


the profession has grown, until now 
I place it at the head—over that of 
the doctor, the lawyer, and, without 
irreverence, the preacher. 
Without 


the comprehension to understand his 
teachings we would simply be barba- 
rians and heathen, and all religion 
would necessarily be but emotional. 


General John Ward beais the dis- 


tinction of being Allen county's first 
pedagogue. There have been as many 
claims to this place as there was to 
the burial placs of Homer, or the 
vain and empty honor of being Lima's 
first mayor.

school was held In the Baptist church 
by Lemuel H. Ide. 
In ltS55 the 


union scnool system was adopted by 
a vote of the people. In 1^56 the 
school was organized with vi.

Littlefield as superintendent. They 
occupied the old Methodist church 
until 186$, when the west school 
suJJding was opened under the »uper- 
intenu&acjr of Wm. A. Shaw. 


The schools of Lima and of Allen 


county have always kept pace with, 
or been in advance of the growth IB 
other respects. Our fathers builded 
better than they wot.
